BLAMES LINCOLN FOR 


BRINGING ON WAR 


Confederates 
Also 
Receive 


Greetings From Taft. 


Little Hock, Ark., May 17.—“Dixie" 
melodies, sung by choirs from all parts 
OI the south, overshadowed routine 
business at the opening session ut the 
United Confederate Veterans’ twenty- 
first reunion here. 
General Gordon, the commandcr-in- 
chiei, announced that a telegram of 
greeting had been received from Pies- 
idem Taft. it is the first message of 
this sort to he sent to a Confederate 
reunion by a Republican president. 
The veterans cheesed generously and 
shouted: “Tell him that we knew we 
were right." 
H. C. Cave, of St. lands, the orator 
of the day, declared in tile course of 
his address; "I hold that the respon 
(didnt) for the Civil War, with all the 
blood and treasure that it cost and all 
the desolation and ruin that it wrought 
justly rests upon Abraham Lincoln 
md his advisers." 
Mr. Cave asserted that he spoke not 
in bitterness, that he was simply dis 
cu-sing the tacts of History, and that 
he accepted tile changed conditions 
brought about by the war. “Neverthe­ 
less,’' exclaimed the St. lands veteran, 
"when the Confederacy fell, the repub­ 
lic as formed by the fathers peri-lied. 
The states were robbed of their inde­ 
pendence and became subject prov­ 
inces of a centralized national author­ 
ity." 
In speaking of the new accord that 
ha; develojs*d between the north and 
the south, Mr. Cave said: “I want to 
see the people of both sections ruled 
by the spirit of fraternity ami har­ 
moniously working together for the 
welfare of our common country, hut I 
do not think the men of the south 
should he asked or expected to sacri­ 
fice the truth of history and go down 
to posterity branded as rebels and 
traitors to secure that end." 


Names Bucks Company Lawyers to 
Report lf Gompers, Mitchell and 


Morrison Violated Court’* Order. 


Washington, May 17—The supreme 
court of the District of Columbia, on 
las own initiative, instituted new pro­ 
ceedings for alleged contempt against 
Samuel 
Gompers, 
president; 
John 
Mitchell, vice president, and Frank 
Morrison, secretary, of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
The new proceedings are taken in 
conformity with the hint given in the 
•upreme court's decision. 
Tile sentences of imprisonment im­ 
posed on these men by the court were 
revoked by the United States supreme 
court and the case remanded to the 
District of Columbia supreme court, 
but under the proceedings started new 
jail sentences may be Imposed and 
the entire case reopened on its merits 
Mr. Gompers when told of the action 
of the district court said: 
“Justice Wright can go just as far 
as he likes. 
He will find that we are 
not running away — not even from; 
him." 
The United States supreme court, In 
setting aside the sentences of impris . 
onment, held that the ( ase on which J 
the lower court had acted constituted 
a c ivil contempt against the Bucks j 
Stove and Range company, and that 
the offense was punishable only by a 
fine to be recovered by the wronged J 
corporation. 
Justice {.amar, in handing down the 
opinion, tailed attention to the fact, 
however, that if the lower court itself | 
felt aggrieved it could bring criminal 
contempt pro* eedings in the premises 
and inflict a jail sentence. 
The opinion, in closing, read: 
“The judgment of the court of ap­ 
peals and the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia are revoked and I 
the case remanded with direction that 
tl»e contempt proceedings instituted 
by the Bucks Stove and Range com- 1 
pany be dismissed, but without preju­ 
dice to the power and right of the su­ 
preme court of the Distric t of Colum­ 
bia to punish by a proper proceeding 
contempt, lf any, committed against 
it.” 
The lower court has been quick to 
take advantage of the opportunity af­ 
forded to reopen the case. As the labor j 
dispute which brought the case into 
court had been ended, it was presumed 
that nothing further would be heard 1 
of the ca-'e. 
Justice Wright, of the District of 
Columbia supreme court, who had im- . 
po-cd the revoked sentences of twelve, 
nine and six months upon Gompers. j 
Mitchell and Morrison, in instigating 
the proceedings, appointed Joseph J 
Darlington. 
Daniel 
Davenpott 
and 
James M. Beck, counsel for the Buc ks 
Stove and Range company, as a com­ 
mittee to inquire "forthwith" into the 
question of whether the labor leaders 
had violated the court’s order. 
The committee was instructed to re­ 
port to the court whether, in the opin­ 
ion of the committee, the labor leaders 
were guilty of contempt In violating 
the injunction against the publication 
of the “ We Don't Patronize" Bsf in 
the American Fedeiationlst, the offi­ 
cial organ of the labor federation.

Trust Makes Plain (ta Intention to 


Heed Supreme Court Mandate and 


Plana Are Being Diecuseed. 


New York, May 17.—The Aret word 
from the Standard Oil company on 
the decision by the suprem e court of 
the United States, ordering the disso­ 
lution of the big corporation, came 
yesterday. 
It m akes two points clear; 
First, th a t there will be no contu­ 
macy by the com pany—It purposes to 
obey the decree. Second, th at it will 
be some tim e before any plans of re­ 
organization are given out. 
H ie company has Insisted through­ 
out that no plana had been formulated 
in advance of the decree, and the 
statem ent made by M ortimer F. El­ 
liott, general solicitor for the com­ 
pany, takes the sam e attitude. 
He 
said; 
"H aving only before us th e press 
reports of Chief Justice W hite’s oral 
opinion and the rem ark* of Justice 
Harlan, and not having yet seen the 
opinion of the court in full, it is im ­ 
possible to m ake any legnthy state­ 
ment. The full opinion m ust be read 
and atudted by my associates and my­ 
self 
before it can he intelligently 
dealt with. 
"It may, however, be now said that 
the Standard Oil company will obey 
the decree of the court, and that all 
the com panies em braced in the court'* 
decree will carry on their business as 
usual under the direction of their own 
officers and through their own corpor­ 
ate organizations.” 
William Rockefeller, one of the vice 
presidents of the Standard, said re­ 
garding the decision: 
“The company will make a state­ 
ment through Mr. Elliot! after the de­ 
cision ha* been read in every par­ 
ticular. All we can do is to hope that 
the decision is for the best. After sit, 
the Standard Oil case was only one of 
the things affecting general business 
conditions unfavorably." 
A conference of directors and ofll 
cero of the company was held at Its 
offices, attended by John C. Milburn, 
■pedal counsel, hut no further state 
ment was forthcoming. 
Among those who attended were; 
John I). Archbold, H 
C. Folger, Jr., 
J. A. Moffatt, W alter Jennings, A. C. 
Redford. Charles A. P ratt and K. T. 
Redford. John D. Rockefeller did not 
come down from his country place. 
Now that th e case bas been decided 
the business world and big Ananda! 
interests, which awaited the suprem e 
court's decision so long, will watch 
closely every step in the S tan d ard ’* 
reorganization. 


Plana Per Reorganization. 


Although officials of the company 
have denied from tim e to tim e that 
they would make any plaus in advance 
of the court’s dictum, It ha* been re 
ported persistently that the com pany’s 
objec t in raising the capitalization of 
its subsidiaries, ss it bas done from 
time to tim e in the last two years, 
has been with the object of putting 
them upon a capital basis in line with 
plant values. 
This, it was thought. 
would enable the company easily to 
d id d e up the stocks of its subsidiar­ 
ies am ong the shareholders of the 
parent organization should the con 
ce rn * corporate life he ended, 
Theme who were willing lo venture 
a guess aa to what the Standard Oil 
company would do pointed out that it 
would Ire a com paratively sim ple thing 
to divide the share* of the subsidiary 
companies among the present holders 
of the parent com pany’s stock. 
The 
pro rata division would, of course, 
leave the control of the business as 
conducted by the subsidiaries exactly 
where it stands through ownership by 
the holding company. 
One plan which it was said the cor­ 
poration was considering was the divi­ 
sion of the present corporation Into 
six separate companies, each operat­ 
ing its own well deAned territory. Yet 
the ow nership of all these separate 
companies would remain in the same 
hands. T here would not need to im 
competition between the branches, as 
for example, between New York and 
Indiana companies, and there need not 
he any agreem ent as to dividing te r­ 
ritory. 


Inaurrectoa Kill Forty Rioters to Re­ 


ctors Order In Pachuca — Banks 


W ere Dynamited. 


El Paso, Tex., May 17.— Francisco 
I. Madeio, the provisional president 
of Mexico, and 
Francisco Carbajal, 
the federal peace commissioner, both 
declare that the prospects are bright 
for peace, that the next few hours will 
bring definite results. 
Madera has agreed to recede from 
his demand for four cabinet members 
and accept 
three— the portfolios of 
war, Justice and gohernac ion, the lat­ 
ter meaning the control of the govern­ 
m ent of the states. The iusurrectos 
also get fourteen of the twenty-seven 
governors. 
Diaz only wished to concede the in 
Burree tem one of the cabinet offices, 
who at first held out for Jour. 
He 
was willing to perm it them to have 
theportfolio of gobernaeion, which is 
now vacant, the incumbent of which 
will have more to do with restoring 
peace 
throughout the 
country than 
any other man. Without the ministry 
of war and the portfolio of justice, 
however, the insurrect©* say they will 
be handicapped. T he insurrect©* wish 
to completely overhaul the courts. 
The insurrect©* immediately after 
peace is declared will form a political 
party to he called the "Progressive’* 
party, and as soon as peace is com 
pletely restored and Diaz has resigned 
a national cam paign will lie launched, 
with Franc isro I. Madera undoubtedly 
as candidate for president. 
It is declared that the i*eace pact, 
wlille virtually agreed to, will not lie 
signed until Diaz and Madera have 
agreed upon the cabinet appointees 
anc! the governors of the different 
states, so that th e re can he no chance 
of another break after the insurrecto 
army has been disbanded. 
The arm y is to tie held together and 
a truce is to be first declared, to In* 
made nation-wide lf this is possible, 
so that th ere will be no further fight­ 
ing while the presidents are attem pt­ 
ing to get together on the officials to 
ho named. 
The insurrectos are to lie given the 
tree use of the telegraph wires, It is 
stated so that Madera can communi­ 
cate with tits men in all parts of the 
republic 
before 
naming 
those 
he 
wishes for the different positions un 
der the governm ent. 
Madera, although perfectly confident 
of peace, declares that ho is preparing 
for war.

A t present the science of road build­ 
ing. at leust of building what may be 
called general utility roads, is in an 
important phase of its development, 
says Good Hoads of New York.

methods that were satisfactory so long 
as the vehicles passing over the roads 
were drawn by horses have been fouud 
inadequate 
for 
the construction 
of 
roads 
capable of 
withstanding tile 
destructive effects of motor driveu ve­ 
hicles, and new methods are being 
evolved.

must be adapted as well as possible to 
the present conditions. 
Excepting smoothness of surface, 
perhaps nothing Is more essential to 
the comfort and well being of those 
using a road or spending a portion of 
their time In Its immediate vicinity 
than that It be free from dust. 
Various means have been tried in the 
endeavor to solve the dust problem. 
In general they may he classed as pre­ 
vention and suppression, the dividing 
line taring by no means easily drawn, 
since suppression necessarily Implies 
a measure of prevention.

while suppression is tile laying of the 
dust constantly forming on tim surface 
of roads.

If left to nature 
the feet will not always grow out full, 
strong and perfect in form, writes M.
